Soon by Russian Astrophysicist

MOSCOW, .Nov. 6 We 
have become witnesses of a re- 
markable new event in the 
history of astronautics — the 
birth of man-made satellite 
number two. 

This isn’t simply a second 
Sputnik. This “bio-Sputnik” 
has aboard it a@ living being, 
the first live scout of unex- 
plored cosmic space. 

For the first time an experi- 
ment is being made for the 
study of the action of lengthy 
weightlessness on a live organ- 
ism. 

Such experiments on animals 
had been successfully conduct- 
ed in the past with the aid of 
high altitude rockets but they 
lasted for not more than three 
or four minutes. Now, millions 
of people on earth together 
with scientists of the whole 
world wait with bated breath 
for a reply to the question: 


“How long will this first cos- 
we traveller be able to ex- 
st?” 

Coded signals from the ap- 
paratus signals, “Dog behaves | 
calmly.” Evidently, living con- | 
ditions on Sputnik are quite 
satisfactory. This makes us| 
confident that with time we | 
could send man into the cos-| 
mos. 

Problem of Returning. 

How long we will have to 
wait is another question. To 
achieve this we must also have 
full confidence in the possibil- 
ity of returning man to earth. 
But questions of braking at 
the high speeds that a rocket 
will hit on its return trip re- 
quire still additional investiga- 
tions. 


The first Sputnik had a/§ 
calming effect from the view- | 


point of meteorological threats 
to astronauts. The second 
will probably prove to us that 
harmful ultraviolet solar radi- 
ation can be fully absorbed by 
Sputnik’s shell without permit- 
ting it to affect living organ- 
isms. 

Since the second Sputnik re- 
volves at a higher altitude than 


the first, the area from which | 


it may be observed increas-s 
considerably. Whereas Sput- 
nik I’s flying height of 900 
kilometers (560 miles) can be 
observed within an area having 
a radius of 3200 kilometers 
(2000 miles), Sputnik II whose 
height is 1700 kilometers (1060 
miles) has an increased obser- 
vation circle with a radius ot 
4200 kilometers (3000 miles). 
But actual observation cf 
Sputnik at such distances can 
be accomplished only through 
improved types of astronomical 
instruments and under certain 
atmospheric conditions. 
Sputnik III o Stay Longer. 
The second sputnik will stay 


on cosmic space considerably | the earth at a distance of 384,- | 
000 kilometers (240,000 miles). | 

If the speed of the same | 
rocket launched from a given | 
Sputnik were increased to 3.51 | 


longer than the first. Its pe- 
riod of revolution around the 
earth will with time decrease 
only insignificantly, for it re- 
volves 800 kilometers (497 
miles) higher than the first 
Sputnik’s orbit where air re- 
sistance is practically negligi- 
ble. 


titude, its life would probably 
last for many years. Sputnik 
experiences very slight air 
resistance altough it is quite in- 
significant even at the perigree 
(the point on its orbit nearest 
earth). 


Even so, Sputnik's speed will 
decrease in time under the in- 
fluence of this factor. 


The first man- made satellite 
had at the beginning of its ex- 
istence a revolution period of 
one hour 36.2 minutes, the sec- | 
ond satellite—1 hour 43.7 min- | 
utes. Basing ourselves on the | 
laws of heavenly mechanics, it | 
is easy to calculate that the | 
large axis of the second Sput- 
nik orbit is approximately 700 
kilometers (440 miles) longer 
than the large axis of the first | 
Sputnik’s orbit. Hence the | 
perigee of Sputnik II passes 
approximately at the same 
height as the first Sputnik’s 
perigee at the beginning of its 
existence. 

Rockets to Other Planets. 

But even the lowest point of | 
the man-made satellite's orbit | 
is high enough to enable send- | 
ing of rockets to other bodies 
of the solar system without 
fear of the air mass surround- 
ing the earth. 

Moreover, the launching of 
an interplanetary rockets theo- 
retically is easier from Sput- | 
nik’s perigee than from its. 
apogee (farthest point of its 


orbit). This paradoxical situ- 


ation is the result of the fact | 
that the rocket moves with) 
maximum speed precisely at. 
the moment when it passes 
through the lowest point of the | 
orbit. | 

Other paradoxical. phenom- 
ena may be observed in astro- 
nautics, of which unquestion- 
ably, advantage will be taken 
for facilitating interplanetary 
flights. 

For example, the lifting of 
weight two meters requires 
twice as much work as lifting 
the same weight one meter. 
But in order to raise the 
weight of a man-made satellite | 
100,000,000 meters, it does not | 
require 100,000,000 times more | 
work. | 

Economy of Energy. 

Because gravitation force de- | 
creases with greater height, a 
huge economy of enegry is ob- | 
tained: Lifting to a given

Their combined strength on 
Sept. 30 was estimated at 
2.756.608 individuals. The serv- | 
ices are under orders to trim | 
to approximately 2,600,000 by | 
June 30. | 

The army had a net loss of 
12,163 in September although 
9800 Arkansas National Guard | 
troops were called into federal | 
service in the Little Rock | 
school integration crisis. The | 
number of Arkansas guards- | 
men in federal service is down | 
to about 1800 and will be cut | 
in half “forthwith.” 

The Army ended September | 
with 980,250 individuals. It is 
under orders to reduce to 900,- 
000 by June 30. The Navy | 
was down 12,559 at 662,191. | 
Its June 30 goal is 645,000. 
The Marine corps, at 197,438, 
was down 1685. It has been 
ordered to trim to 188,000 by 
June 30 and drop an additional 
8000 soon thereafter. The Air 
Force numbered 916,729 on 
Sept. 30, down 5520. It is to 
be reduced to 875,000. |

Most of the rec- 
ords subpenged had  been'| 
turned over to Senate investi- | 
gators, 

Others were in crates in a 
section of the building some 
distance from the fourth and 
fifth floor offices in which 
burglars battered safe doors 
with chisels, hammers and 
punches, 

Union offices in which safes 
were broken open were: Local 
366, Laundry and Dry Clean- 
ing Workers; 618, Automotive 
and Petroleum Workers; 610, 
Furniture Movers; 700, 405 | 
and the credit union. A tear | 
gas device exploded when one | 
safe was opened, apparently 
causing the burglars to leave 
without opening several addi- 
tional strong boxes, 

No Watchman. 

Police think the burglars en- | 
tered the large office building 
while union meetings were in | 
progress Monday night, and | 
remained after the place was 
closed. There {is no watchman 
or alarm system, permitting | 
the burglars to work without |

If President Eisenhower so chooses he can 
do much in his speech Thursday night to dispel 
the doubts and misgivings that have arisen in 
the nation as a result of Soviet Russia's satellite 
and missile accomplishments. It is strongly to 
be hoped that the many indications pointing in 
this direction will prove true. There is grave 


concern in the land for the nation’s security’ 


and it needs to be set at rest. 

His announced subject, science and security, 
covers the field in which the concern lies. The 
moving up of the date from Nov. 13 to Thursday 
night must almost certainly mean that Mr. 
Eisenhower believes that there is an urgency 
about his message. And indeed there is an 
urgent need for the people to have an inter- 
pretation of recent world events and this na- 
tion’s security as it looks to the President who 
ranks so high as a military man. 

For while it remains true that the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and our Strategic 
Air Command are still a strong shield against 
aggression, it is also true that the two Sputniks 
give warning of Russia's rapidly growing chal- 
lenge to our scientific and military programs. 
The great weight of the second Sputnik and the 
great height to which it was fired lead to the 
thought that Moscow may now possess a missile 
powerful enough to carry a nuclear warhead 
from Europe to North America. 

With nothing of any substance accomplished 
by the Administration on our lagging long-range 
ballistic missiles program despite the warning 
of the Sputniks it is somewhat reassuring to 
know that the Senate Preparedness Subcommit- 
tee, under Majority Leader Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, is mapping a program for an intensive 
inquiry. 

The missiles programs, with few exceptions, 
have been snarled in a mess for years. Civilians 
who were installed during the regime of Secre- 
tary of Defense Charles E. Wilson with full au- 
thority to get things straightened out have 
either failed or resigned because they did 
not feel they had proper support. Col. John C. 
Nickerson was court-martialed recently when he 
violated Army regulations in his attempt to get 
the problem out into the open. The reports from 
Soviet Russia on their progress in the missiles 
field have pointed to our weaknesses. 

Now the public, taking note of the sensational 
achievements of the Sputniks, is wanting to 
know just where matters stand. While it is.not 
at all likely that the Soviets have the ability now 
to fire a long-range ballistic missile into this 
country with any kind of accuracy, the uncer- 
tainty and the hedging in the Pentagon are caus- 
ing people to imagine. the worst. No doubt Rus- 
sia is ahead of us in actual applied development 
of the big missiles but probably we possess the 
same basic know-how. 

The big question is: What are we going to 
do to regain the ground we have lost to Soviet 
Russia? President Eisenhower should answer 
that question in no uncertain terms. 
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Flight From the Cities 


Victor Gruen, architect and city planner, has 
contrasted the way in which Americans and Eu- 
ropeans regard their cities. He told a sympo- 
sium conducted by the General Life Insurance 
Co. of Connecticut that, in Europe, cities are 
“the cause of pride, of social, cultural and spir- 
itual experiences,” while in America “we flee the 
jungles of our cities at the stroke of a time 
clock.” 


Europe has a far older and stronger urban 
tradition, of course, while Americans afte noted 
not only for restlessness but for a passion for 
“wide open spaces.” There are many reasons 
for the remarkable difference in urban attitudes, 
but surely a major reason is the automobile. That 
is what allows Americans to flee cities, and it 
is the lack of autos in great number which re- 
stricts the movements of European city-dwellers. 

Perhaps the strangest development is not how 
Americans seem to regard cities, but how they 
regard automobiles. For here is a machine 


which could bring people closer together, but 


instead carries them farther apart. And here 
is an invention for improving transportation 
which instead has come to cause congestion. 

The automobile has become a symbol of decen- 
tralization, a basic problem in urban reorganiza- 
tion and a tremendous challenge to the Amer- 
ican city. 
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No Skeletons in That Closet 


The State Department has finally allowed 
newsmen to see the inside of its warehouse for 
foreign gifts, and the result was anticlimactic, 
comparable to discovering that the butler really 
did not commit the crime after all. 

Questions about the “locked” warehouse arose 
when it was disclosed that King Saud of Saudi 
Arabia had given a new automobile to a State 
Department officer. It then developed that 
the department had a warehouse full of foreign 
gifts collected since 1917. An 1881 law says Con- 
gress must sanction such gifts. 

When Press Officer Lincoln White eventually 
took reporters on a warehouse tour, they saw a 
few of the 3000 or so gifts, medals and decora- 
tions, including two gold daggers and an Ara 
bian sword—but no 1957 automobiles. No mink 
coats, either. And thus ended, if not a who 
dunit, perhaps a whatisit, or wherewasit. There 
is nothing like a locked door to make a mystery, 
until the door is opened. 
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Prying Loose State Dollars 

Missouri's substantial financial stake in a 
growing, dynamic St. Louis has been highlighted 
in a study by the Governmental Research Insti- 
tute for the Citizens Tax Committee. 

With only about 20 per cent of the state's 
population, the City of St. Louis last year con- 
tributed more than 31 per cent of state revenue 
from the sales, income, property, inheritance, 
intangible and stock insurance taxes. State col- 
lections from these sources ran to $149,268,934, 
.of which $46,916,451 came right out of St. Louis. 

But once the cash reached Jefferson City, very 
little of it ever came back here in the form of 
state help to the city, the School Board or indi- 
viduals. All told, the state paid out $115,072,190 
to local governments, with $14,557,303 or slight- 
ly more than 12 per cent returning to St. Louis. 

Thus, for every dollar St, Louis sends to Jef- 
ferson City, about 70 cents is spent outstate and 
30 cents comes back here. A good deal of St. 
Louis’s state tax money ultimately goes t6 out- 
state schoagl districts and to recipients of old- 
age assistance outstate, | 

One reason sp much St, Louls money is spent 
outstate, of course, is need. On that basis taxes 
cannot be simply returned to their source. But 
the overwhelming over-representation of rural 
areas also directs spending away from this area. 
St. Louls and the state’s five heavily urbanized 


counties together contain more than half the 


state’s population but elect only 30 per cent of 


the General Assembly. 


Reapportionment will be one of the most 


pressing questions for 1962 when the question 
of revising the State Constitution must be sub- 
mitted to the people. Meantime, though, St. 
Louis’s delegation to the Legislature, numerical- 
ly inferior as it is, will have to see what can be 
done about prying loose a few state dollars for 
help to St. Louis. The city’s need is real and 
it is growing. : 
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Pointing to °58 

Tuesday's elections as a whole cannot be 
taken as a reliable barometer of opinion on 
national issues. Like most off-year state elec- 
tions, they were waged largely on local issues 
and personalities. Nevertheless Gov. Meyner’s 
substantial victory in New Jersey is a severe 
setback for the Eisenhower Administration. 
From the President down, the Administration 
had thrown its prestige and influence unreserv- 
edly behind Malcolm Forbes, and Mr. Forbes 
failed even to dent Gov. Meyner’s strength. 
Had the attractive young Governor been de- 
feated, Vice President Nixon and others who 
campaigned against him would have been happy 
to claim the credit for the Administration. They 
must now share the blame for his success. 

The victory puts. Gov. Meyner among the 
leading aspirants for the 1960 Democratic nom- 
ination for President. If hg is to develop that 
potential, however, he must begin to speak out 
more boldly on national issues of deep public 
concern. Until now he has ridden the fence 
on such questions as federal aid to education 
and civil rights. A Democratic Governor in a 
heavily Eisenhower state, he has cultivated both 
parties and is credited with saying, “You can’t 
be a leader unless you know where the people 
want to go.” If Gov. Meyner wants to be a 
national leader, hé will have to show an ability 
to help the people make that decision. 

Mayor Wagner’s overwhelming re-election in 
New York testifies not only to a generally good 
record in one of the most difficult political posts 
in the nation, but to continued Democratic 
strength among urban Negro voters. The Re- 
publicans must count on cutting into that 
strength in 1960, and perhaps in a presidential 
contest they would stand a better chance of 
doing so. But as yet there seems to have been 
no sizable shift in New York. 

‘In Virginia, echoes of Little Rock could be 
heard in the landslide triumph of the Byrd ma- 
chine’s gubernatorial candidate over a Repub- 
lican who four years ago received 45 per cent 
of the vote and gave promise of becoming Vir- 
ginia’s first Republican Governor. The promise 
died in Little Rock. Gov.-elect J. Lindsay 
Almond Jr. is committed to Byrd’s “massive 
resistance” to the Supreme Court decisions on 
school segregation. As wiser heads in Virginia 
warned before the election, “massive resistance” 
is not a realistic policy for the long run. Having 
ignored the need for such a policy, Gov. Almond 
will now find it his first responsibility to de- 
velop one. 

No election was held in California Tuesday, 
but there was a lot of politics which, significant- 
ly, came to a head across the continent in Wash- 
ington, D.C. There Gov. Goodwin J. Knight, 
once as cordial an enemy of Vice President 
Nixon as could be found in or out of the Repub- 
lican party, formally announced his decision to 
run for Senator instead of Governor next year. 

This is a great favor to Senator Knowland, 
who will now have a walk-in for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination, but an even greater 
favor to Mr. Nixon. The Vice President, now in 


' process of shaking off his political past in order 


to shoot for the 1960 prize as the leading Eisen- 
hower Republican, simply could not afford a 
cat-dog, Knight-Knowland fight in California 
next year. 

A fight like that would split the G.O.P. and 
most likely open the way for a Democratic vic- 
tory. Though Mr. Nixon might not mind seeing 
Senator Knowland thus done in, he would risk 
going down in the same ship. His solution is one 
of those “big fixes” which mark the skilled po- 
litical hand. Knight gets the senatorship, Know- 
land the governorship, the Republican party a 
temporary peace, and Mr. Nixon a clear field to 
make his 1960 run. All that remains is to per- 
suade the voters of California to do their part.

Editor’s note: The following article 
was first published before Russia’s 
launching of Sputnik II. 


One thing Sputnik may succeed in 
demonstrating is the folly of nurtur- 
ing public opinion in a democracy on 
propaganda and half truths, 


We have become 80 accustomed in 
recent years to deriding our enemies 
—particularly the Russians—for their 
blatant uses of propaganda that we 
have failed to notice how deeply mired 
we ourselves have become in these 
treacherous ,practices. 

Here is a sampling of the popular 
myths that our responsible leaders 
have doné very little to discourage: 

1. American scientists are the most 
brilliant in the world. 

2. American military technology has 
a decisive lead over the Russian brand 
and will inevitably maintain the lead;: 

3. The surest way to maintain our’ 
lead over the Russians is to erect a 
wall of secrecy around our own scien- 
tific discoveries. 

4. The only way the Russians have 
been able to stay close to us in scien- 
tific development is through espio- 
nage. 

These comforting delusions have 
been like warm blankets protecting 
us for a time against , 
the cold wind 
of facts blowing 
just outside our 
bedroom window. 

But now Sput- 
nik is overhead, 
and we have been 
shocked. The un- 
fortunate part of 
such a rude awak- 
ening is that we 
may simply rush 
around in a frenzy 
for a while and 
then take “shelter 
under a new pile of 
myths, to-wit: 

1, We.can buy 
our way back into | . 
.the lead simply by appropriating more 
money for missile research and de- 
velopment. 

2. The b for our failure to beat 
the Russian into space can be laid 
on this or that individual, or on this 


or t group. 
3. The Russian success with Sput- 


nik demonstrates more clearly than 


ever the need for secrecy in our own 
missile development program.

sions of enormous importance. 

We have seen, it is true, a great 
deal of published official information 
in the - two or three years on 
various s of our missile program. 
This | however, has been 
so partial or so slanted, or both, that

ing public has dealt with successful 
missile projects. 


Where ‘failures have occurred, or 
where success has been deferred, even 
for perfectly legitimate reasons, the 
public has been told virtually nothing. 


This great overbalance of “success 
stories” has inevitably produced a 
distorted impression and it has prac- 
tically guaranteed the great shock of 
disillusion that was. occasioned 
throughout the Western world by 
Sputnik. 

President Eisenhower and other 
officials subsequently stated that 
Sputnik wasn’t a surprise to them, 
that they were aware that the Rus- 
sians were making good progress with 
their satellite project and might well 
be expected, to beat us to the punch. 


The ‘trouble with this type of dis- 
closure, coming after the event, is 
that it has the aroma of sour grapes. 


If the President did in fact have 
good reason to believe that the Rus- 
sians had a chance of beating us, he 
could have blunted the edge of the 
Russian propaganda victory by shar- 
ing that information with us in 
advance. 

It is this reluct*nce of high official- 
dom to share the facts of life with 
the American public that has helped 
mightily to create the dream-world 
in which we have been living. 


Here are some things that need 
very much to be said by someone in 
high position, preferably the Presi- 
dent himself: “’ ) 

Modern science is not, and cannot 
be, ‘limited by national boundaries. 
Scientists draw on a vast, common 


’ storehouse of knowledge, and the 


quality of their minds, not their 

nationality, will determine how much 

new knowledge t will uncover. 
The application of scientific theory 


«to military technology is limited in 


some degree by the natural resources 
available to each country and by the 
price it is willing pay. Russia has 
demonstrated conclusively that she 
has ample resources and is willing to 
pay a very high price. 

Missile development is an’ enor- 
mously complicated process, and hu- 
merous setbacks and failures, some 
of them.very costly, are to be ex- 
pected. There is no reason to believe 
that the Russians are not finding the 
road just as rocky as we are. 

‘The Russian leaders; operating in 
an authoritarian society, are able to 
keep: their missile development pro- 
gram under cover, magnifying their 
successes and hiding their failures. 
This system may have its short range 
advantages, but it is part and parcel 
of the misguided and eventually ruin- 
ous philosophy of dictatorial govern- 
ment. ; 

In the American democracy, the 
ultimate decisions are made by the 
people. If these decisions are to be 
valid, people must have the facts. 
There should be a much more frank 
disclosure by the President and his 
informed associates of the costs and 
difficulties, the promises and perils, 
of the missile age.

A Villainous King 
BELOW THE SALT, by Thomas B. Cow 
tain. (Doubleday, 480 pgs., $3.95.) 

Devotees of the historical novel will 
not be disappointed in this swash- 
buckling tale of dark deeds and det- 
ring-do, of plumed knights and their 
ladies, of medieval intrigue and pag- 
eantry in the early thirteenth century. 
In it, Mr. Costain again demonstrates 
his talent for vivid, authoritative 
story telling, although at times the 
twistings of his manifold subplots 
are almost as tortuous as the 
of the arch-villain King John. 

Mr. Costain departs from his usual 
style to open his novel in the present 
day before taking the reader back to 
the days of Richard the Lion Hearted. 
The device is not altogether succegs-

The main story 
is set in England 
during its struggles 
with France and 
the Church.

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Waterfowl Around World 
A PADDLING OF DUCKS, by Dillon 

Ripley. (Harcourt, Brace, 256 pgs., $6.) 

At the age of 16 Dillon Ripley be- 
came interested in breeding and rear- 
ing ducks in captivity. This interest 
was later to take him to the four cor- 
ners of the earth to view rare water- 
fowl. After his graduation from Yale 
in 1936 he joined an expedition to 
the South Seas and covered 30,000 
miles of Pacific Coast waters on a 
journey lasting 18 months. Ceylon, 
Europe, India, South America and 
South Africa were also ports of call 
in the author’s travels. 

Ripley’s style of factual narration 


holds the reader’s interest through- - 


out the book. He vividly describes a 
brush with wild buffalo while search- 
ing for tree ducks in Ceylon on the 
abandoned irrigation system of the 
old empire of Lanka. He visited Sir 
David ; tet in India in a futile attempt 
to secure a live pink-headed duck but 
the species had succumbed to the guns 
of the hunters supp the markets 
of Calcutta.

WICE DURING HIS PRESS CONFERENCE last week, the

This indicates, I 
hope wrongly, that the Presi- 
dent and the Administration 
are not at work trying to form 
ah orderly &ational policy, but 
are improvising as one aspect 
or another of the enormous 
problem forces itself upon 
their attention.

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HOFFA ORDERED 
T0 PREPARE TOR 
TRIAL NEXT WEER 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP) — | 
A United States district judge 
today told James R. Hoffa to 
be ready for trial on perjury 
charges next Wednesday. Hof- 
fa also lost his move for dis- 


missal of perjury and wiretap | 
conspiracy charges. 

Hoffa, president-elect of the 
Teamsters union, has been 
barred from taking office by 
court order. 

United States District Judge 
Frederick Van Pelt Bryan re- | 
served decision on a defense | 
motion for an “indefinite or 
substantial postponement” of 
the perjury trial, but told Hof- 
fa “not to count on” getting it. 

Be prepared to go on trial | 
next Wednesday, the judge | 
said. The trial previously was | 
scheduled to start today. 

Attorney’s Plea. | 

Hoffa's attorney, Sol Gelb, | 
urged a long postpanment, ar- 
guing that “the climate and 
atmosphere surrounding this 
case makes it impossible for 
Hoffa to get a fair trial at this 
time.” 

He said recent charges of 
scandals in the union, and | 
moves by rank-and-file mem- | 
bers to keep Hoffa from taking | 
office have “created an atmos- | 
phere that would make a4 mock- | 
ery of justice” if Hoffa is 
forced to trial now. 

Gelb cited newspaper clip- | 
pins in which he said Hoffa) 
was “characterized as a very | 
unsavory character” and 
claimed publicity “has been 
sparked by an arm of the 
United State Government, the 
Senate Select Committee.” 

“Hoffa has geen smeared 
and badly vilified,’ Gelb said. 
“The Senate investigating com- 
mittee has made it plain that | 
it means to pursue this man | 
until he is destroyed.” | 

The committee has accused 
Hoffa of corrupt practices, and 
claimed his election as team- 
sters president was rigged.

W. Williams maintained there 
was no basis for the argument 
that publicity about Hoffa was 
reason for delaying the trial. 

“I do not think the time will 
ever come when there is not 
going to be_ references. to 
Hoffa,” Williams said. “I do 
not think that that time will 
ever come so long as he is on 
the national scene.” 

Earlier, defense motions to. 
dismiss perjury and wiretap in- 
dictments against Hoffa, and 
Suppress admission of wiretap 
evidence at his perjury. trial 
were turned down by United 
States District Judge William 
B. Herlands. 

In making the motions Oct. 
30, Hoffa argued through | 
counsel that the Government | 
knew he was a prospective de- | 
fendant when it called him as | 
a witness before the indicting 
grand jury. He said also his 
constitutional rights under the | 
Fifth Amendment had been | 
violated. | 

In denying the motions, Her- 
lands said: 

“The court seriously doubts 
the accuracy of the: motion | 
papers. Hoffa was clearly ad- 
vised of his privilege under the 
Fifth Amendment.” 


Rebel Group Seeks to Keep 

Teamsters in AFL-CIO. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
A group fighting to throw out 
the election of James R. Hoffa 
as president of the giant. Team- 
sters’ Union today was report- | 
ed planning an appeal that the 
union be kept in the AFL-CIO 
as they wage their battle. 

The Wall Street Journal said 
the appeal would be made in 
Washington this week to AlL- 
CIO president George Meany. 
It said also the anti-Hoffa 
forces were seeking to. raise | 
a $200,000 fund to finance thefr | 
campaign. | 

The Hoffa opposition is led 
by 13 New York Teamsters | 
who initiated a federal court | 
action in Washington to null- | 
ify Hoffa's recent election at a, 
union convention in Miami. 

They charged that Hoffa's | 
election was rigged. The court 
has barred Hoffa from taking | 
office pending trial of the case. | 

Meanwhile, the AFL-CIO Ex- | 
ecutive Council has suspended | 
the Teamsters union and said | 
it would recommend that the 
AFL-CIO convention in De- 
cember expel the union unless 
it ousts Hoffa and other al- 
legedly corrupt officials. 

The Wall Street Journal said 
the anti-Hoffa forces believe 
they can prove Hoffa was elect- 
ed illegally and obtain a new, | 
court-supervised élection.

It will be the first cleaning 
the structure has had since it 
was erected 40 years ago.

The lowest of 15 bids on con- 
struction of a garage at Fif- 
teenth and Gratiot streets to 
house automotive equpiment of 
the garbage collection section 
was $338,201 or about $8000 
more than funds remaining in 
the 1955 bond issue item for 
this purpose. Cost of the 
project had been estimated at 
$310,000. 

As a result of the shortage, 
the Board of Public Service 
awarded the contract to the 
Robert Paulus Construction 
Co., the low bidder, with the 
understanding the contractor 
would omit the heating system 
and perform the remainder of 
the work for $299,291. 

At the same time, Paulus 
agreed to furnish the heating 
equipment, until April 15, 
1958, at a cost not to exceed 
$31,300, with the city to make 
the installation with its own 
employes.

Authorities Tear Into Killers’ Alibi 


Leopold Tells How He Decided to Use Story After Loeb Figured Time for It Had Expired 


Third installment in Nathan 
Leopold’s own story. The police 
have traced the glasses found 
near Bobby Franks’ body to 
Leopold but he has continued 
to deny under questioning that 
they are his.

ND here came the second 
fantastic coincidence. The 
first had been the matter 

of the glasses being traced to 
me. For I had been entirely 
correct when I told Dick that 
the chances were one in a jil- 
lion. Correct, that is, reasoning 
from the information I had— 
from the information anyone 
but a professional oculist 
could have had. For the pre- 
scription was, just as the op- 
tometrist had told me, a very 
common one, There were thou- 
sands like it in Chicago.

instructions on the I.C. train 
occurred about 2 p.m. Thurs- 
day; the second phone calli to 
the Franks’ residence, a few 
minutes later. The train passed 
the point where we were await- 
ing the ransom at a few min- 
utes before 3. We returned 
the rented car to the Drive- 
Ur-Self Agency at about 5. 

When, precisely, was “a 
week after the crime?” There 
was a period of some 26 hours 
that remained in doubt. It de- 
pended entirely upon what 
specific act you took to date 
the moment of “the crime.” 
As it turned out, Dick and I 
interpreted it differently. He 
reckoned from the beginning 
of the train of events; I, from 
their termination. Of course 
our subconscious desires deter- 
mined our respective interpre- 
tations in advance: each of us 
chose that interpretation which 
most nearly accorded with 
what he had wanted in the 
first place.

It is not just a question of 
laws; it is a question of aware- 
ness on the part of labor 
unions, farm organizations and 
the general public to prevent 
exploitation of groups. that 
alone are helpless to demand 
fair labor standards and decent 
living conditions.
